I’hc Russian 
revolt, in spite of its occasionally 
strong proletarian character, con¬ 
stitutes the (OHclusion of thi' cm of 
bourgeois rei-olutioii in Europe, h 
also in spite of the bourgeois char¬ 
acter, which if still bears, consti¬ 
tutes the beginning of the era of 
frolelariaii revolmion uiwii which 
wc are just cnlcriiig. 'I’he events j 
of 1870-1871 broke the Ictluirgy of: 
all Europe, ..nd destroyed the equil¬ 
ibrium of its relations. It opened 
for Europe, with tlie single tem¬ 
porary exception of Russia and 
Turkey, a peroid of pace and free 
economic development. 

"TIic events of iqo.S. on the con¬ 
trary, throw all relations however 
fixed they may have liccn in the 
pst, into a state of instability; they 
conccal within llicinselvcs war, 
famine, violent overthrow of the 
present '.-gal order of laiullurds and

Stimulated Immigration. 

In Public Opinion of September 
qtli Henry Mae Mahon writes nn- 
deraiaiulingly of onr foreign im¬ 
migration. He says: 

“Practically all the aliens of east¬ 
ern Europ wliw are now coming 
lo us (excepting the Hebrews, 
whmie level in industrial efficiency 
is higjh) are recruited from the 
peasantry, the inost tackward and 
unenlightened in the civilized world.

Even the rising 
of the Paris L'onuminc, gloriotis as 
Jt was, was lint the revolt of a 
single city for a few weeks. 

"In Russia, on the contrary, wt 
liave a revolution that has shattered 
the fouiidaiion of an entire nation, 
and that even now lus completely 
disorganized the govenmiciital in¬ 
stitutions, bureaucracy and army. 
A revolution in which the prole¬ 
tariat, not of one single city, but 
of every great city of the nation 
liavc fongnt, not for weeks, but for 
mmitlis, and sometime* almost for 
an entire year. A revolution that 
from the beginning lias foimd the 
strongest motive force in tlic in¬ 
dustrial proletariat.

The work 
is wntten in a delightful clear and 
simple style which makes it a 
strikingly agreeable contrast to 
most works dealing with this sub¬ 
ject matter.
